9 of the quantity of. honey pro- 
duced in the United Kingdom are oh- 
taiuab'e, though every other country of 
Europe has figures on these points. 
France produces in a year 7,001) tons of 
honey, which is equivalent to 14,000,000 
pounds, and a considerable amount of 
the honey nee I in England is imported 
from Ireland, but how much is not 
known, as it does not enter into the item 
ol foreign commerce. The American 
facilities for furnishing not only Eng and 
but other countries as well with honey 
are great and increasing. Thirty years 
ago the product uf American honey 
16,000,000 lor all the Htates. Twi 
years ago the product was 25,000,000 
pounds, and ten years ago it had risen to 
05,000,000 pounds. 

There has been a wondeiful advance- 
ment in the honey produced during the 
past ten years. In 1S07 only twelve 



pounds of honey each, and only two 
more than 2,000,000. No v Iowa produces 
nearly 0.000,000 pounds, and Illinois, 
California, Missouri and New York, in 
the order named, produces above 4,000, 
000 pounds. The sg-icultural reports 
show the increase in honey product to 
be steadily continuing, and the pr, 



t la estimated that a hive 
iduues about fifty poinds 
ol honey yearly and multiplies tenfold 
five years. All the Western States

be resorted to. If box** or large II iwer 
pots are not available to turn oyer them, 
the earth may be mounded up around 
them so that they can be buried stand- 
ing. Or better still, light horse manure 
can be used for covering. This makes a 
very efficient covering especially it 
shavings have been used for litter, as 
they lie more closely about the plaut 
than straw. This covering is often used 
for other plants, especially melons and 
cucumbers, and is more easily applied 
than dirt when the ground ia wet. 

Whatever covering is used, do not 
leave it on too long so that the plants 
will begin to heal, even il they have to 
be covered again in a lew days. The 
length of time plants can be left covered 
depends altogether on the weather. If 
it iecold and the soil is moderately dry 
they may be left for quite a few days 
without injury, but II the weather comes 
off warm and wet, look out and give 
in hi air as soon as possible, (ilass cov- 
ered boxes are used to some extent for 
starting vines, but the plants must be 
watched closely and g ven plenty of air 
or they will become drawn and tender. 
A g .rdner should always be prepared lor 
frost, and good judgmeut in using the
